Many years ago "Old 
Toncy Rankiu" was a shingle maker, and by 
economy and hard labor managed to support 
himself and family, which consisted of eleven 
small children.

pose, llow could a country be more blessed 
than this? With a climate vthere snow is 
hardly ever known, with products such as I 
have mentioned, with facilities for transporta- 
tion both by land and water, how could they 
ask more ? They cannot with consistency, and 
all they do ask is time to show what they ran 
do. The whites being in tlie minority the 
colored people of course, have it all their own 
nay, but, for all this, they seem to act. in har- 
mony and get along first-i ate. Politicians would 
like to keep the fever up for their own sake, bill 
the people seem 10 take a dlil'erent view of the 
matter and have concluded to let politics alone. 
The colored men are the best of Laborers. They 
work harder and suit the South better than any 
other class of workmen, and to-day if she was 
deprived of him she would be a poor country 
indeed. He is the most contented of laborers 
—can live on less and gi nniblcs less than those 
of any ol her nation. The South has a fortune 
in the colored lace, if she only knew it, and I 
think sho is beginning to sec it.

We have left the city of Houston in her 


movrnhig garb—still straggling with the dead 
and dying—and f.ir beyond the western hills 
lie buried the unfortunate victims of her plague. 
It is well fur one to change the mind from 
heart-rending scenes and saddening thoughts, 
for e\ en the strongest*1 nerves of man will be 
shaken when the horrible glare of death is stir- 
ing him in the face and lenderinghisoncc happy 
home the scene of sickness and death. 
We 


can, however, but extend the most tender sym- 
pathy to her people in their sad afflictions—and 
in our departure we bid a final adieu to the 
stricken city and the home of our childhood 
days. 


After about four days travel in an old f.ish- 


ioned stage-coach we are safely landed within 
the limits of Marshall, the county-scat of Har- 
rison. This is one of the oldest towns in the 
Stale, and, being beautifully situated upon a 
high hill, dotted here and there with tall and 
graceful pines, within twenty miles of the 
Louisiana line—it is iu direct coinmunicatiqn 
by railroad and telegraph with that State and 
all othera of tlm north and east. _ The Inliaul- 
tants are mostly from Virginia, Georgia and 
Louisiana—coloni/Jng in an ea,rly day—and are 
of that kind and genial nature \\ hich is so char- 
acteristic among them—especially the Vir- 
ginians. It is also situated about 000 miles 
fiom Austin—the Capital of the State—but, 
singular to say, there is no mode of transporta- 
tion to that important point west except by 
a line ol'daily stages. There are quite a num- 
ber of opposition lines, however, and the pro- 
pnctors of one—Messis. Sawyer & Co., of 
Houston—liavc already accumulated a fortune 
by their extensive pationage. 
The lack of 


railroad enterprise which has for so many years 
been as a hidden treasure within the minds of 
people, is now beginning to loom out since the 
ellbrts in Western Texas havo been so success- 
ful in benefiting the gro\\ th of that section, and 
we think it will not be long until branch rail- 
roads of the Texas Central, and Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas Railroads will be running 
all over Eastern Texas. We have been in- 
formed that many wealthy citizens of Marshall, 
Tyler, Rusk and Crockett, have taken stock in 
a road which is to run almost on a direct line 
from Marshall to Waco, on the Brazos river— 
the track of which is now being laid at the rate 
of eighteen or twenty miles per day. 
When 


this road is completed then Marshall will be 
considered, in her future greatness, as the me- 
tropolis of Eastern Texas. It is the same here 
as in every town of size in the State—institu- 
tions of learning, churches and business enter- 
prises are among the chief attractions of the 
town.

EDITOR GAZETTE :—A letter fiom Chicago, 


that contains jiothing about the great fire, or 
the wonderful re-building of the city would be 
very deficient, because the. word Chicago is not 
spoken but that one involuntarily pictures in 
his mind billows of flame, a desolate waste and 
a new city. So I'shall tell you something of 
our great re-building, at the risk, perhaps, of 
giving information that is already a pait of your 
knowledge. 


One year ago last June I arrived in Chicago 


after an absence from the city of two 
anticipated wonderful sights, and was not in 
the least disappointed. The train by which I 
came deposited me on Madison sti eet, ucir the 
bridge, which was one of the western limits of 
the fire. As I walked across the bridge I saw 
before me, as f.ir as my eye would carry me, a 
net-work, reaching skyward, of derricks, guys 
and mpcs. All down the street, on either side, 
were buildings of uneven stature in course of 
construction. You could see them grow; 
they swarmed with men—a hundred trowels 
were lifted at a time—and then- tingling music 
suggested that other instruments might yet be 
inuontoJ to make harmony out of sounds. 
Mountains of hiuldltiB materials fi'lwl f''° 
street, and the dust over them gave the appear- 
ance of miniature volcanoes. In some places 
there were sidewalks, and in some there were 
none. Then casting my eyes to the right and 
to the left, over an area of seven miles, I saw 
that all the streets were alike. The scene sug- 
gested the idea that a host of men had ordered 
a new world to be made, and it having been 
placed in their h.vnds, thty had fallen at once 
to covering it with palaces. This moiuing I 
looked over the same area, from the top of the 
Tribune building, a lofly lookout, I assure you. 
What a contrast was the \ lew from that I be- 
held but a little time over a year. Where was 
Chaos, now was order, and where was Desola- 
tion, now was beauty. I looked down upon 
the streets, that were lined by rows of stone 
palaces, and filled with woikmen that carried 
their tool-chests in their minds. Domes and 
towers, and quivering flag-stalls, arose through 
the murky air all around. The Grand Pacific 
Hotel loomed up as if every stone pulsated 
with a consciousness that it was part of the 
greatest hotel building in the world. Off to- 
ward the southeast the corner-dome of the new 
Palmer House stood high above the surround- 
ing buildings. Down by the lakcshoro stood 
the great Exposition building, surmounted by 
three imposing domes. From the point where 
I stood the fire burnt nortlra ard five miles, and 
now for seven miles there is an unbroken line 
of fiouses. The score was impressive, and 
when I considered w hat had been done by the 
men of Chicago, I involuntarily looked down 
into the street upon their heads, and followed 
them with my eyes to sec what manner of men 
they were. The people who have done this 
woik are as much astonished at it, as people 
who come to see it. We are surprised, and I

Tlie Controller of the Currency says that 


none of tlic national banks, so far as knc r>\, in 
the interior of New York, New England, and 
the West, suspended pay meat of currency du- 
ring the panic. He has received returns from 
all, with very few exceptions. Many failed to 
continue the payment of currency in the South, 
and most of the banks in the large cities did 
the same. The Controller says the interior 
portions of the. country are supplied with cur- 
rency. 


According to rcpr. Uniade to Dr. Lindennan, 


director of the mint, tlio amount of gold which 
will bo coined during this month, at the Phila- 
delphia mint, will reach $10,000,000. 
This, it 


is thought, v ill place the Treasury in a strong 
condition, solthat it will only be necessary to 
coin $1,000,000 ,1 month for seveial months. 
The Pacific coast being abundantly supplied 
with subsidiary sil\cr coin, the mints at Carson 
City, Nevada, and San Francisco will be run on 
gold coin and trade dollars. The demand for 
the latter coin from China, but more particularly 
from Japan, is increasing largely. The Phila- 
delphia Mint, which has been miming to its 
full capacity on gold, w:is ysstcrday directed to 
change to silver, and will hereafter until further 
orders be occupied hi the coinage of half dollars, 
quarters,, and dimes at its full capacity of about 
¥700,000 per month. The Government, is in 
poseshion of siher bullion sufficient to run the 
Mint at this late for several months to come. 
There aic in the various Sub-Treasuries about 
$500,000 in subsidiary coin, which will begin to 
bo paid out at once.

always the largest and suffer less from drouth 
and rust—and the plantations along the Sabiiie, 
Saline and Trinity rivers bear about fifty bales 
of cotton to the acre, whereas in Western 
Texas they average from twenty to twenty- 
five bales per a?rc. From the Brazos river 
to Bed Iliver—a distance of 700 miles—we 
pass through almost a continual forest of pine, 
oak, ash, hickory, black-jack and cedar; and 
in the beautiful mountain valleys—along the 
roadside—sparkling streams cross our pathway 
with a murmuring sound, and the weeping 
willows, which imbed their mossy banks, ren- 
der the scene more lovely than ever in tlie 
reflecting rays of the setting sun. A journey 
through Eastern Texas is not so .monoto- 
nous as one west of the Trinity river, for there 
are many interesting towns on either route 
which the traveler may feel disposed to take for 
this point. In leaving Waco, if we take the 
Tyler route, we pass in a northeast direction 
through Corsicana, Hillsboro, Waxahatchie, 
Coffman, Bonham and Tyler. Tiiis route is 
most all prairie, and the conveyance as 
far as Waxahatchie is by the Texas Cen- 
tral Bailroad—and thence by stage through' 
Tyler to Marshall. All of the towns on this 
route have more or less attractions and present 
a pleasing feature in travel. One of the most 
renowned spectacles in the suburbs of Tyler, is 
the stockade, or prison, in which the Federal 
soldiers captured west of tlie Mississippi river 
were imprisoned.

rilesa conquerors subjected them; they 


viisled away like snow under a March sun. 


Tiic Xortli American Indian, when Jiist dis- 
•>vered, was emphatically a wild man., Sonic 
vriters had given tbe reius to their fancy, and 
lad eloquently expatiated upon the innocence 
ind happiness of life in the wilderness, away 
roiii the debasements aud vices of .civilization ; 
hey hail pointed to the Indian and described 
lim as tlie un^ophislieatod child of uftture— 
loblc, generous aud magnanimous, a perfect 
Illustration of what man was when he came 
nit of the !land1; of his Creator; but tlie lec- 
urer was sorry to say that there was more of 
"hcloric in these descriptions than of <riic/i.— 
The Indian, though in some respects more no- 
lle and gencious than some other heathen 
ribus, was nevertheless essentially depraved, 
long before their contact with the whiles, by 
whom it !.-, alleged they were corrupted;—the 
tribes were continually at war among them- 
iclves. 


The lecturer describe-d the lews of Indians, 


•ind related a variety of facts to show that they 
regarded lighting as tho grent business of (heir 
1'nes. lie told of their cunning and cruelty, of 
their courage and skill, and of their incredible 
ability to endure hardships and sulibrings, and 
remarked that when bound to the stake sur- 
rounded by faggots, rondy to be burned, they 
would sing their death songs of defiance and 
triumph. He spoke of Iheir marriage customs, 
anil related incidents iliusttative of them, and 
reiuaiked that it U a well authenticated fact 
that among the wildest tribes there are few 
family or domestic feuds. He described their 
religion us being far superior to that of any 
other heathen, in dignity and simplicity; they 
had no idols, ottered no sacrifices, introduced 
no ceremonies into Uidr worship,—they be- 
lieved in but one Deity, whom they tsill Tlie 
CJioat Spirit; for Him they always !inv- the 
piotbundest reverence—his blessing the) in- 
voke—liis wrath they deprecate. They h.'ivc 
some superstitions in regard to the future 
woild; they seem to holil the doetf hie of Baron 
Swedeuborg, for they bury their dead in an 
erect posture, and with them their bows and 
arrows, and all Hie implements of hunting, 
cooking, tilling the giouud, etc. 


Of the 3rd question—''What will he be!'"— 


or his destiny, the lecturer said, this leads us to 
tell of the wrongs of Ihe Indian, but he would 
not attempt to describe them; not the most, 
gifted orator, or tlie most able historian, could 
adequately portray them. One lias said, " Tlie 
pages of Prcscott, of Washington Irving, and 
Bancroft, have many thrilling descriptions of 
the cruelties practised upon the unollcuding 
natives of this Western world, but they come 
far short of tho rerdity." He lef'yrred to Wil- 
liam Penn us having Ix'en jii3t and humane in 
all his dealings \\ith the Indians, and also to 
the early I'liritaiis, who honorably bought their 
lands and always endeavored to live peaceably 
with them, lo civilize and christianize them.—

Bui those men, not receiving the pro- 
per attention and encouragement, were allowed 
to depart, whereas, had there been an effective 
organization that was able to oiler inducements 
to manufacturer!! desiring to locate here, the 
town would he to-day f.ir advanced in wealth 
and material prosperity. 


Tlie necessity of having a body, composed of

The stone that marks his 
resting place is a largo slab of marble, placed on 
a stone wall, which bears tho following inscrip- 
tion : ;'In memory of Ilcv. William Tenrient, 
who died May 8th, A.D. 1740, Amaa Natvs 
73." The next came to was that of Kev. James 
O"ver, of whom the Glusgows are descendants. 
On the stone the inscription is as follows. ; "In 
memory of James Oliver, who died November 
fith. 1811, ill the seventy-first year of his age. 
A native of Northumberland, Great Britain. 
He made religion' and honesty his study 
through life, and died in hopes of meeting that 
reward promised by a merciful Saviour." 
Among the numerous graves of the Harts is to 
be fouudthat of Col. Wm. Hart, the person 
who captured the leader of the Doancs. Tin 
stone that marks the place of burial has on it 
the following: "In memory of Col. Wm. 
Hart, who died Juno 2d, A.D. 1831, aged 
eighty-four yeare. There are a number of 
other graves which should have been noticed, 
hut owing to my limited time I could only take 
notice of the monuments, and leave the rest 
for some other person. The most unique mon- 
ument is that in memory of Byron H. Wright. 
U is in the form of a cross, made to represent 
a tree. It is composed of granite and placed 
lupou a number of granite rocks. Jiiss Marga- 
ret Long has put up a very fine, monument to 
her parents, and Mr. John C. Beans has at 
present the highest monument in the cemetery, 
which was erected in memory of his son liar- 
man Y. Beans, who died from a wound re- 
ceived in a battle of the great rebellion. An- 
other tasty monument is that of another family 
of Longs; this was made at Doyiestown, and 
reflects credit on the makei-, Tlicro are some 
others tiwt should be noticed, but with Mr. 
George Jamison's, which is to be put up in a 
short time, 1 wi!' close. The base of this mon- 
ument is granite, tlie rest is Scotch granite; 
tlie entire height—which includes the shaft, 
dais and base—will, I think, be about fifteen 
feet; and tlie cost, from the appearance, I think 
will be about $850. On one of the sides of the 
dais is the following: "John Jamison, Nat. 
1777, Ob. 1337, Ae. sixty: Jane Flaok Jami- 
son, Nat. 1782, Ob. 1858, Ae. seventy-six." 
This is by far tlie finest monument in the yard, 
and was made by Van Gnndcn & Young, of 
Philadelphia.

BBJSTOL, BUCKS COUNTY, PA. 


The quiet borough of Bristol, Pa., seems to 


be taking a new start aftera long rest in its his- 
toric career. 
While we note the place more foi 


the purpose of describing its present aspects, a 
glance at the origin of the borough will not bi, 
without interest. 


The site upon which the borough of Bristol 


(first called Buckingham) is erected, is a part 01 
a tract, of land giantcil under wairanr, of Sir 
Edmund Andros, provincial governor of New 
York, to Samuel Clift, in March, 1081; being 
about the same period with the date of the pro- 
prietary charter of Charles U. to the founder o 
Pennsylvania (March 4, 1081).

In 1705 a court-house and prison was bui

and luead and butter, with acup of tea. There 
is nothing about such a meal to awaken one's 
enthusiasm, certainly, aud it can be made posi- 
theiy uninviting b) being carelessly throv.-n, as 
it were, upon a table ovorecl with a dirty "loth 
which should have been in the wash tub.' Table 
cloths, no matter how common, if stare-hod anil 
smoothly honed, will keep clean a week in must 
families, provided a crumb-brush or scraper is 
used, and the cloth neatly folded in its ereas'JS 
after every meal. 


If am housekeeper, whose time is too much 


occupied to allow her personally to supciiutcnd 
the setth'g of the tabl", thinks it -would be im- 
possible I o teach the generality of son ant git Is 
to take such care of the table linen she is mis- 
taken. By trying the experiment a few times 
she can convince any hired girl that it is an ac- 
tual saving of washing. The penalty of careless 
crnmpling-of the cloth in removing'it sl.ould be 
its speedy dismissal to the wash, w hich pro- 
ceeding no girl would care to have constantly 
repeated thiongh her own hccdlcssnoss.

A dry and cold situation, in which 
Iheie is little change of temperature, is the best 
['or vessels; but the merits of tho pears aie 
gicatlj inctcased by their being taken from the 
vessels about ten dajs before they are v\ anted 
for use, and kept in a warm room, for warmth 
at this, as at other periods, accelerates the ma- 
turity of the pear.

sauccn'iu a half pint of water or milk, with a 
pinch of salt, an ounce of butter, the same 
quantity of powdered sugar and some grated 
lemon iKjel. When the liquid begins to boil 
d i aw off the saucepan, Stirling briskly with r, 
wooden spoon, incorporate more than a quarter 
of a pound of flour, enough to form a thick 
paste; set it on the fire, utili stirring, and after 
four or five minutes-take it off finally. Sow 
break an egg into the paste and stir until com- 
pletely incorporated; break a second, proceed- 
ing in like manner; then a third, then a fourth 
egg. or use a part of the latter, according to the 
coiisistcncy of the paste. This should be so 
solid that, in talcing up a spoonful and letting 
it fall back, it should neither scatter nor adhere 
1o tho spoon. After, these preparations, dredge 
lightly tbe pie-board; spicad out the paste o 
it and diedge the paste; cut it in equal parts, 
loll into balls and fry. When the fritters are 
• In the pan stir, them wilh a ladle, and-incieasc 
tho lire gnulnallyuntil they'bave. taken a fine 
color; then arrange them in a heap, sprinkle 
witli powdered sugar and serve. It is' desira- 
ble' to drop them all 'm the fry at once,, you 
may arrange them on pieces of buttered paper, 
di aw the pan partly off from the- fire and put 
in the paper. Adding a little orange flower to 
the past? is good.
